COINAGE OF THE SEIGNORAGE. 


Bland’s Latest Blli Is the Outcome of 
Two Decisions by Secretaries. 
Washington, February 12.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—The latest Bland bill, now 
under discussion in the house of representa- 
tives, is the outcome of the deeision, first by 
Secretary Foster, next by Secretary Car- 
lisie, that the coin notes issued under the 
Sherman-act are to be redeemed fm goid 
only, in spite of section 2 of the aet itself, 
which declares that these notes -“‘shall be 
redeemable, on demand, in coin.’” If it had 
been intimated while that law was under 
discussion in congress in the summer of 
1890 that any administration would hold 
these coin notes to be gold notes, that law 
would never have adorned the statutes. 
Coin notes, or certificates, instead of gold 
or silver certificates was a favorabie idea of 
that great democrat and stanch friend of 
Silver, Senator James B. Beck. of Kentucky. 
He introduced a bill in the fiftieth congress 
and “made an able and interesting speech 
upon it, but neither he nor any friend of the 
measure supposed that any secretary of the 
treasury, least of all such a democrat as 
John G. Carlisle then was, would ever treat 
such coin notes as gold notes by surrender- 
ing thé government's optioh and refusihg to 
coin silver dollars with which to pay these 

obligations. 

But we have now an administration 
which, in financial matters, is a law unto 
itself. and which can only be controlled. if 
controlled at ali, by positive congressional 
Yectments which it cannot evade—hente 

é€ present bill. 

As the coining price of silver is $1.29.29 an 
ounce and the purchases of silver were 


made at a considerably less price an ounce, 


there would be now in the treasury, after 
coining enough silver dollars to redeem the 
coin notes, a very considerable amount of 
silver bullion. This bullion is the gain, or 
Seigniorage, of the government, and will 
coin into $55,156,681. The first section of the 
Bland bill directs the coinage of the same 
as fast as possible and the issue of silver 
certificates to the full amount to be redeem- 
able in silver dollars only. This sum will be 
an addition to the currency and will be itn- 
mediately available for the payment of pub- 
lic dues. 

The second section, however, 1s much 
more important. The so-called gold reserve 
of $100,000,000, which exists, not through leg- 
islation, but Secretary John Sherman’s man- 
date only, wa3 set aside for the redemption 


of the greenhacks amounting to 3346,000,000. 


For fifteen years after the resumption of 
specie payments in January, 1879, the drain 
on this fund to redeem greenbacks was 
scarcely $40,000,000. Since the issue of the 
coin notes in August, 1890, and the decision 
of the treasury department that they are 
payable in gold only, more gold has been 
drawn from the treasury with these notes 
than ever was taken from it with green- 
backs. As these notes, as well as the green- 
backs, are re-issued as soon as redeemed, it 
is obvious that a dollar note might in time 
draw out $10 in gold, and that 31,000,000 might 
eventually exhaust the reserve of $100,000,000. 
& new presentation for payment following 
each redemption and re-issue. It is to do 
away with such raids by the gold gamblers 
of the east tNat the second section of the 

Bland act is proposed. As Mr. Bland said, 
when asked if holders of coin notes could 
not make a run on the treasury for gold 
under his bill: “‘They can do that now. 
The only difference is that under this bill, 
when they have once made the run and gut 
the gold, that will be the end of it. They 
cannot make the run over again.” 

The second section, therefore, provides 
that all the silver bullion outside the seign- 
lorage shall be coined and that whenever a 
coin note is redeemed and there are silver 
dollars in the tréasury to represent it, that 
note shall be cancelled and the dollar or a 
silver certificate be issued in its place. The 
effect of this legislation will be in time to 
retire all the coin notes issued under the 
Sherman law and substitute silver certifi- 
cates, redeemable, like all the silver certiti- 
cates now outstanding, in silver dollars 
only. This will relieve the gold reserve of 
the double duty of standing sponsor for both 
greenbacks and coin notes, it being there- 
after a fund, as it was originally, for the 
redemption solely of greenbacks. 

The administration is opposed to this sec- 
tion, if not both sections of the bill, and it 
may be vetoed, even if it passes both houses. 

Filibustering was resorted to against its 
consideration by gold democrats and re- 
publicans. It was sent to a committee of 
the whole by an affirmative vote of 175, of 
whom 140 were democrats, 24 republicans 
and 11 (all) populists. 

It is worth noting that of the fifty demo- 
crats north of Virginia and east of Ohio, 
only six voted to go into committee, the 
other forty-four being absent or acting with 
the filibusters. HENRY JONBS. 


AN APPEAL TAKEN 


From the Commissioner’s Refusal to 
* Grant Tillman’s Trademark. 

Washington, February 12.—There was an- 
other legal step taken today that will pro- 
long the fight between Governor Tillman, 
of South Carolina, and the commissioner of 
patents over the granting of a trademark 
for the Palmetto brand of whisky. An ap- 
peal from the commissioner’s refusal to 
grant the trademark was taken to the cir- 
cuit court on a petition for a writ of man- 
damus, which was granted by the court. 
The commissioner carried this decision to 
the court of appeals of the District of Co- 
lumbia, where it was reversed. 

Today J. Alpheus Johnson, attorney for 
Governor Tillman, entered an appeal against 
the decision of the court of appeals and the 
case will now be carried to- the supreme 
court of the United States. 

IN THE SENATE. 
Wool Growers and Coal Mine Owners 
Ask for Protection. 

Washington, February 12.—Mr. Cul'om, of 
Illinois, presented a large number of peti- 
tions against the Placing of wool on the 
free list. He said that they were signed by 
30,000 wool growers Owning 6,000,000 sheep, 
or one-seventh of all the Sheep of the 
United States. Among the petitioners, he 
said, was the Navaja Indian tribe, owning 
1.500.000 sheep, on which those Indians were 
substantially getting a living and becoming 
independent citizens. He expressed the 
hope that the finance committee wou.d give 
the matter due attention. 

Petitions from West Virginia against put- 
ting coal and lumber on the free Hst were 
presented by Mr. Faulkner, of West Vir- 
ginia. 

Mr. Cockrell, of Missouri, presented a 
memorial of the St. Louis Merchants’ -ex- 
change declaring that the present stagnu- 
tion in business is due to the uncerta.nty 
of congressional action on the tariff biil 
and praying that the question may be se:z- 
tled as speedily as possibe, and he’ ex- 
pressed his satisfaction at finding that the 
exchange had recognized the egregious 
blunder which had been made in putting all 
of the distress last summer on the Sherman 
silver purchase act.

ALL PARIS BXGITED. 


Breton, an Anarchist, Throws a Bomb 
in a Cafe. 


TWENTY PERSONS ARE 


INJURED 


The Red Dashes Down the Street’ 


Pursued by Police. 


HE SHOOTS ONE BEFORE ARRESTEO 


One Anarchist, on Being Convicted, Hits 
the Judge on the Nose with a 
Piece of Bread. 


Paris, Februray 12.—Edeon Breton, twen- 
ty-three years old, threw a bomb in the cafe 
of the Hotel Terminus, at the St. Lazare 
railway station, this evening. The bomb 
exploded in the middle of the room and 
wounded twenty persons. An instrumental 
concert began in the cafe, which is on the 
ground floor of the hotel, at 8 o’ clock. 
Shortly before 9 o’clock a pale, thin young 
man, with a light pointed beard, paid for 
a drink which he had taken at a table in 
the middle of the room and started to leave. 
When near the door he turned suddenly, 
drew a bomb from his coat and threw it 
toward a group of persons who had sat next 
to him. ‘The bomb struck an electric light 
fixture, then fell on a marble table and 
exploded. The station was rocked by the 
shock. The mirrors, windows and doors 
were blown to atoms. The ceiling and floor 
were rent and the walls were cracked. 

A dense. offensive smoke filled the cafe 
for four minutes, and in the obscurity the 
bomb-thrower escaped. When the smoke 
cleared away five persons weré found seri- 
ously wounded and fifteen had slight in- 
juries. The bomb had been filled with bul- 
lets and rough bits of iron, which had rid- 
died the furniture and walis and inflicted 
most of the wounds. After leaving the cafe 
the bomb-thrower started down the street 
on a run. 

Three policemen passed the spot in an 
omnibus at the moment and they gave 
chase to the miscreant and soon overhauled 
him. He drew a revolver and shot one 
policeman and a woman in the throng on 
the street. but other policemen overpowered 
the bomb-thrower, and then had some diffi- 
culty in protecting him from the vengeance 
of a mob. They succeeded, however, in 
taking him to a police station. 

Examination of the Prisoner. 

The prefect of police, M. Laurent, chief 
secretary to M. Dubost, minister of the 
interior, and several other high officials. 
were summoned to the station and the ex- 
amination of the prisoner was begun, Police 
Commissary Gavrel taking the evidence. 
Meantime the sound of the explosion, the 
smoke and the cries of the wounded had 
attracted a great crowd to the Hotel Ter- 
minus. Physicians quickly attended to the 
wounded who needed their services. Four 
or tive are probably fatally wounded. but 
nobody was killed outright. Most of the 
victims were injured about the legs and 
lower part of the body. 

The prisoner seemed calm and comfortable 
in the police stution. The removal of his 
outside Coat had revealed a collarless flan- 
nei shirt, and the general garb of a work- 
ingman. In his pockets the police had found 
a pair of brass knucks, a dagger, a Swed- 
ish knife, a six-chamber revolver and some 
money. At first he refused to talk, telling 
the police that it was their business to find 
out who he was. After giving his name 
and age he again became silent. Eventually 
he added that he was a cabine: maker and 
had arrived in Paris from Marseilles this 
morning. 

“Yes, Il am an anarchist,’ he exclaimed 
irately in response to reiterated questions, 
“and the more of the bourgeoise I killed 
the better it would please me.”’ 

Breton received a cut in the face from the 
sabre of the policeman who captured him. 
He told the doctor who dressed his wound 
that his main object was to avenge Vaillant. 
He said there were others who would fol- 
low his example. The object of his asso- 
ciliates was to destroy the bourgeoise so- 
ciety. Breton speaks English and French 
fluently. He declines to reveal his identity, 
but probably is a native of the island of 
Jersey, where the name of Breton is com- 
mon. : 

Struck the Judge on the Nose. 

An anarchist named Boisson, one of the 
many arrested during the recent police raids 
on anarchist haunts, was placed on trial to- 
day and convicted of having explosives in 
his possession. The judge sentenced him to 
four months’ imprisonment. Boisson stood 
in a defiant attitude as the sentence was 
being passed. After the sentence had been 
passed the prisoner, with a large piece of 
bread in his hand, drew back his arm and 
threw the bread at the judge, striking him 
on the nose. As he threw the bread he ad- 
dressed the court: ‘You are a lot of pigs. 
We will blow you all up. Long live an- 
arehy!’’ 


REOPEN THE MINTS. 


India’s Trade Has Been Sadly Demoral- 
ized by Closing Them. 

Calcutta, February 12.—The India Cur- 
rency Association has entered a strong pro- 
test, which has been addressed to the gov- 
ernment in regard to the disorganization of 
trade in consequence of the changes in the 
silver policy. The protest says that the 
present state of affairs shows that the 
closure of the mints did not do any harm, 
though its advantages were temporary and 
were suspended by the abnormal importa- 
tions of silver, of piece goods and through 
other causes. The government abandoned 
the minimum price for council bills at the 
moment success was assured and this re- 
sulted in a panic. It is now imperative to 
restore confidence and the association rec- 
ommend the fixing of a minimum price for 
council bills, the prohibition of the import 
of silver for private account and that the 
sal e of council bills be entrusted to an agent 
appointed by the India finance minister. A 
few firms dissent from the above recom- 
mendation and advocate the reopening of 
the mints. 

The Silver Market. 

London, February 12.—Though there was 
an uncertain tone in the bar silver market 
today, .he price made un advance of %d per 
ounce. At the close of the market Sat- 
urday the price was 2942d.

ALL FOR NAUGHT. 


Persons Accused of Violating the Dis- 
pensary Law Are Turned Loose. 

Charleston, 8S. C.,. February 12.—(Special.) 
In the court in Berkley county today three 

es indicted by the grand jury for a 

-ommon nuisance under the dispensary act, 
were acquitted by the petit jurors who did 
not leave their seats. Incidental to the 
trial the counsel for the defendants moved 
to quash the indictment on the ground that 
the dispensary act was unconstitutional. 
Judge Townsend denied the motion and 
made the statement: ‘‘As to the dispensary 
act being an act to raise revenues my con- 
struction of the law is that the legislature 
did not intend that it should be an act to 
raise revenue. The revenue is only inci- 
dental, and so far as the fact shows, it is 
éven now. after several months’ trial, very 
doubtful whether there is to be a revenue 
a loss to the state.”’ 

Judge Townsend also held that the state 
had a perfect right to pass any act that it 
saw fit and proper to pass which does not 
interfere with any inalienable and inherent 
rights of a citizen, and that the state has 
a perfect right to engage in any business of 
the Kind. 


HENSON’S TRIAL BEGUN. 


Sensational Developments Are Expect- 
ed Before It Is Over. 

Chattanooga, Tenn.,. February 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—In the preliminary trial this afternoon 
of G. N. Henson, for the murder of J. B. 
Wert, forty-eight witnesses were called for 
the defense and five for the state. The lat- 
ter only were examined, the case being 
continued until tomorrow. Some very sen- 
sationai disclosures are promised, as the 
facts that led to the filing of divorce pro- 
ceedings last July have never been aired in 
court before. Owing to the ‘intense and 
morbid interest in everything appertaining 
to this much-taixed-of affair the circuit 
courtroom was secured to hold the investi- 
gation in, but its capacity will pe overtaxed 
tomorrow. 

The banker takes his imprisonment ana 
trial as a matter of course, and laughs and 
talks freely with his counsel. Self-defense 
is the prisoners plea, and he will most 
likely be granted bail. Little fear of vio- 
lence from the brothers of the deceased is 
felt, though they are determined to leave 
no stone unturned to convict the defendant.

This Pawnbroker Thinks the City Is 
Infringing on His Rights. 
Chattanooga, Tern., February 12.—(Spe-

.o comply with the municipal statutes gov- 
erning pawn brokers. A recent ordinance 
passed by the city council requires that ev- 
ery second-hand dealer shall make report to 
the authorities daily of all hand-me-down 
rurchases, and that no such article can be 
sold short of twenty-four hours after being 
purchased. Loeffler was released on bond. 
The three-ball men contend that the new 
ordinance clashes with the state statutes 
relating to their business, and Mr. Loeffler 
will make the case against him a test of 
the law’s validity, carrying it 1 a higher 
tribunal if defeated in the city court. 


ALL SAFE AND WELL. 


Officers and Crew of the Kearsarge 
at Colon. 

Washington, February 12.—The. secretaty 
of the navy has received a dispatch from 
the Panama Railroad Company, stating that 
the City of Para arrived at Colon this 
morning with Admiral Stanton and the offi- 
cers and crew of the Kearsage. All were 
safe and well.

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BRITAIN IN A GALE. 


Churches Suffered the Greatest Damage 
from the Storm. | 


MANY SPIRES GO DOWN BEFORE If 


Wrecks Strew the Coast, and There 
May Be Heavy Loss ef Life. 


TELEGRAPH WIRES ARE BLOWN DOWN 


South Wales Was in the Path of the 
Wind Furies, and Holland Was 
Swept, Too. 


London, February 12.—The gale that set in 
in Great Britain Saturday night continued 
to gain in violence yesterday, and in the 
afternoon the wind was. blowing with hurri- 
cane force. Telegraphic communication has 
been greatly interferred with, and the de- 
tails of the damage done are being received 
very slowly. : 

A peculiar feature of the storm was the 
destruction wrought among churches. At 
Teignmouth, in Devonshire, a church in 
course of erection was entirely destroyed. 
The spire of St. Mary’s church, at sShrews- 
bury, county of Salop, was blown down. 
At Peterborough, county of Northampton, 
the pinnacle of the parish church of St. 
John was blown over, and the glass roof 
of the reat Eastern railway station was de- 
stroyed. The English Presbyterian church 
at Holywell, Flintshire, Wales, was also 
among the buildings wrecked. A boarding 
school and many dwelling houses in the 
town were also blown down. At Newport, 
in South Wales, the roofs were blown off a 
number of houses. It is feared that there 
have been many wrecks along the coast. 
Several vessels have gone ashore off Mar- 
gate and Ramsgate, Isle of Thanet, Dev- 
onshire. 

A dispatch from Greenock, states that the 
Norwegian barks Bertie and Tancreu have 
been wrecked there. The Quay, at port, 
Glasgow, was carried away. The BPritish 
bark William Tell, from Calcutta, while 
discharging her cargo at Alexandria dock, 
Hull, was sunk by the gale. 

A Dispatch from Flushing, Holland, says 
the British bark Gateside is ashore. The 
Danish schooner May is ashore on Kaltoot 
bank. 

Very Bad at Chicago. 

Chicago, February 12.—The worst blizzard 
that ever struck this city, so far as the 
weather bureau records show, for twenty- 
three years, is raging here. Street traffic 
is greatly impeded, and waiking is ac- 
companied with great danger to life and 
limb. Many persons have already been in- 
jured by being blown to the ground, against 
walls and posts by the wind. The velocity 
is sixty miles an hour, the highest ever 
recoded for. this city, and almost double 
the velocity of the wind blowing a blizzara 
in the western states. : : 

Severe in Alabama. 

Montgomery, Ala., February 12.—Quite a 


| severe wind and rain storm passed.over~ this 


seetion at an early..hour this morning. 
Reports frem the interior are to the effect 
that considerable damage was done to 
farms in blowing down: fences, barns an® 
negro quarters. No Hlfe is reported losr. 
though several people were injured, though 
not seriously. 

At Snow Hil! a colored Baptist -church 
and schoolhouse and a number of negro 
houses were blown down. 

At Durham eleven houses belonging to 
the Durham Lumber Company, were blows 
down. burying the occupants in the debris. 
but not seriously injuring any one. In the 
town the Union church, just comp.eted, 
and used by the Methodists and Baptists, 
was completely wrecked. 

In Louisiana and Mississippi. 

Beauregard, Miss., February § 12.—Last 
night about U o’clock a terrific wind and 
rain storm swept over this place, doing 
considerable damage. Telegraph poles were 
blown down north of Simpson and the resi- 
dences of a number of people were blown 
down. Mr. Quarles and his son were badly 
hurt, Mrs. Flynn sustained serious injuries 
and John Kel.y was badly hurt. 

Alexandria, La., February 12.—Yesterday 
evening a heavy rain and wind storm visit- 
ed this section.

Deep Snow in Kansas. 

Kansas City, Mo., February 12.—The worst 
snowstorm in years raged all over Kansas 
and Missouri yesterday and last night and 
today not a single train in the two states is 
on time. The snow averaged from a foot 
to two feet on the level. High winds ac- 
companied it and at some points in cuts it 
is twenty or thirty feet deep. At many 
places the schools are closed today. The 
snow was dry and the telegraph service was 
not injured. 

New York’s White Mantle. 

New York, February 12.—The city tonight 
is covered with a mantle of snow several 
inches thick. Travel of all kinds is greatly 
impeded and the inconvenience to pedestri- 
ans is so great that none but those who are 
compelled to, venture on the streets, 
The storm is the most severe one 
of the season and is expected to last until 
tomorrow. or Wednesday morning. The 
thermometer is down to 20 degrees and the 
wind is blowing frém the northeast at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour. Railroad 
traffic is almost demoralized. All trains are 
behind time and the mails from the south 
and west are greatly delayed. The ferry 
houses are blocked with belated passengers 
waiting for the overdue ferryboats, which 
are compelled to run at a considerably re- 
duced speed.

New York, February 12 epresentatives 
of the leading newspap and news. as- 
sociations of the east met in this city today 
and formaly resolved to perfect an or- 
ganization for the collection of the news 
of the world and its distribution among 
themselves and their clients,east, west,north 
and gouth. There were present the repre- 
sentatives of The New York Herald, The 
New York Tribune, The New York Sun 
and The New York Times, W. F. Balkam, of 
The Rochester Union and Advertiser, who 
is president of the New York State Assoc)- 
ted Press; L. Clarke Davis, of The Phila- 
delphia Ledger; Ciar'es E. Warburton, of 
The Philadelphia Telegraph; H. M. Col- 
ciaser, representing William M. Singerly, 
of The Philadelphia Record: Beriah Wil- 
kins, of The Washington Post, and the fol- 
lowing named members of the New Eng- 
land Associated Press: 

John H, Holmes, of The Boston Hera‘d: 
General Charles H. Taylor, of The Boston 
Globe; Stephen O’Meara, of The Boston 
Journal; C. H. Clark, of The Hartford 
Courant,and Samuel Powler, of The Spring- 
field Republican.

RAISING A BABY BY 
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The Little One Is Doing Well and Grow- 
ing to Bea Lively Kicker—General 
Gordon’s Pass Out of Date.

Augusta, Ga., February 12.—(Special.)— 
The unemployed of Augusta held a mass 
meeting at the courthouse tonight. There 
were about 200 present. lt was a quiet 
and orderly meeting and the proceedings 
were very conservative. Rev. 8. T. Hall- 
man addressed the laborers. The meeting 
adopted resolutions that the depressed con- 
dition of the financial interests of the coun- 
try has brought stagnation to the commer-. 
cial and industrial enterprises, rendering it 
necessary that most rigid economy be prac- 
ticed, causing the railroads and workshops 
to reduce forces to a minimum, thus de- 
priving a large number of worthy, deserv- 
ing and industrious citizens of employment, 
and that this condition of things is not 
confined to this particular locality, but ex- 
tends to other sections, thus precluding the 
hopes of finding employment. It was re 
solved that the city council be requested to 
make such appropriations to works of in- 
ternal improvement as will give employ- 
ment to the largest possible number of per- 
sons at the earliest possible time. It was 
resolved that the meeting was not held to 
array the unemployed against any class, 
politically or otherwise, but simply to re- 
lieve present necessities by united efforts. 

The meeting asked all employers of labor 
to reduce the hours and increase their force, 
thereby giving employment to a greater 
number and relieving the distressing times, 
The merchants and property holders con- 
templating improvements are asked to have 
them done at once so as to furnish work to 
the unemployed. 

When General Gordon was coming to 
Augusta, bound from Atlanta, on the Geor- 
gia railroad, last Friday, he presented the 
conductor with a pass that was not up to 
date.

Is the Seene of “The New South,” 
Now at the Grand. 


POINTS THAT WILL BE GRITICIZED” 


The Play Rises Superior to These Criti- 
cisms, Which Are of Minor Details. 
Of Especial Interest in Atlanta. 


“The New South” is a play which will 
interest every Atlantian. It will interest 
not alone because its scenes are laid here 
in Georgia, but because it is a_ stron 
wholsome, well constructed and. clevé 
written American play, and because it is 
in very capable hands. 

The audience which greeted the play at 
the Grand last night was a highly. critical 
one—supercritical upon some points of the 
Story. There are points in which the dram- 
atists have made use of the license which 
is their right, and which, in the natural 
order of things an Atlanta audience would 
criticise. But these, as it will be seen, are 
merely minor details, and, viewed as a 
Whole, the play is a very strong one. ~ 

Story of the Play. 


The story of the play as I got it from 
The Illustrated American, which give it 
avery elaborate review, is as follows: 

The play opens at the residence of General 
Heuston Gwynne, near Alpharetta. The 
scene represents a lawn in front of an old 
southern house. General Gwynne is a 
type of the middle-aged southern gentle- 
man, an ex-confederate officer, who pridés* 
himself on being still unreconstructed. He 
is high-minded and honorable, and though 
his ideas still savor of the time before the 
war, he entertains the highest respect for 
those who bravely fought against him. He 
has a daughter, Georgia, named after her 
native state, and a son, Jefferson, chris- 
tened after one whose memory the general 
still reveres. With him are also his two 
wards, Kate and Bessie Fessenden. Jeffer- 
son and Kate are betrothed. Bessie also 
has a sweecheart, Dr. Tom Lincoln, a young 
northerner who has so long resided in the 
south that he is regarded by his neighbors 
as one of themselves. For his sister, Mrs. 
Abigail Newport, the widowed general en- 
tertains a tender regard. A special elec- 
tion is taking place, Jeffersom being a can- 
didate for congressional, honors. The ne- 
groes steal the ballot boxes, and their lead- 
er, a burly rutfian named Samson, attempts 
to make a deal and approaches Jefferson 
with a proposal that arouses his indigna- 
tion. He horsewhips the insolent scounurel. 
Captain Harry Ford, United States army, 
of Fort McPherson, is in the vicinitv’ with 
his troop for the purpose of assisting the 
United Stetes marshal in making the ar- 
rest of a gang of mvonshiners. His motives 
are misunderstood by the people and he is 
Suspected of an intentiun to interfere with 
the election. His orders being secret, he is 
unable to state his position. A very bitter 
feeling arises against him and his soldiers. 
He is calling upon the Gwynnes, after. res- 
cuing Georgia trom a runaway accident, 
When Jefferson returns from his encounter 
with the negro and finds his sister pinning 
a ribbon on the cavtain’s breast as a token. 
Jefferson charges him with treachery and 
with interfering with the election, and a 
quarrel ensues. The captain holds his sword 
in his hand, being just about to buckle it 
on. When he attempts to pass Jefferson, 
the latter draws it from its sheath and 
makes an impetuous ai.ack. Ford defends 
himself with the metal scabbard and in 
warding off a blow fells young Gwynne to 
the ground. He carries him to a seat in 
an arbor and runs into ttre house for as- 
sistance. 

During his absence the 
He snatches the sword from ihe ,szround 
and runs the insensible man throvyen the 
heart. When the captain returns with 
assistance he finds Jefferson ly‘ng wupoen 
the ground dead. Captain Ford is c a. cted 
and sentenced to prison for mansluwuishter. 
He becomes the leased convict ot taul 
Fitzhugh, who :s love with Georgia Gvynne 
and has perceived in Ford a rival. Pumegn, 
who is convicted of ballotestéaline, is aso 
leased to ritznugh and is macwte iv him & 
overseer. Thus, by the strange irony of 
fate, Ford is compelled to work In a chain- 
Metip Uluer lire very CyYe Ol re liteew iva 
whose crime he is suffering. lI tizhug 
considers that in himself is vested the prop- 
er punishment of the murderer Gi Gtorpia o 
brother, and makes of Ford’s life a l'ving 
hell. Miss Gwynne was very marly in 
love with the captain before the murder, 
and events occur which cause ner to be- 
lieve there is a reasonable aoubt of his 
zuilt, of which doubt she determines to 
give him the benefit. 

He refuses to escape when the convict 
camp is attacked by rioting free ‘ovorers 
and also refuses a pardon that does not cor 
ry with it the proof of his in- 
nocence. Fitzhugh’'s lease expires 
and before he can renew it 
wuss Gwynne, who feels tc her sucred duty 
to help him in establishing his innocence, 
because his meeting with her brother woulu 
not have occurred nad she not detained him 
at their house, herself applies for and se- 
cures a lease of Captain Ford to free him 
from the persecutions of tFbitzhugh and 
ive him the opportunities he desires. 
Scandal is put on foot by Fitzhugh, who 
grows desperate and is determined to stop 
at nothing to attain his objects, to end 
which Ford begs Georgia to cancel the 
lease and send him back prison, 
Stating as his grourd for his petttion that 
further efforts on his behalf are useless. 
She compels him, however, to tell her the 
truth, and, in spité of everything refuses 
to cancel the lease. © 

Captain Ford is a believer in the axiom 
that every crime leaves some traseeand 
vic by bit he gathers scraps: of evidence, 
almost insignificant by themselves, but 
which combined point out the truth and re- 
veal to him the identity of the real criminal. 
General Gwynne, whose better feelings have 
been aroused, grants him a hearing, at 
which he states his case and submits the 
evidence he has secured. The negro is 
present, and, unable to bear the strain, 
starts to run away, practically thus be- 
traying his guilt. The cantain’s innocence 
is proved to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned and it is made clear that it will be 
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an excellent impression. 
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‘Some Points of Criticism. 

.. ‘There are some points, as I have said, 

which will be criticized. In the first place 
the main idea running through the entire 
play is the subleasing of a single convict 
to an individual. That is objected to as 

‘being impossible under the law. We have, 
however, an instance of that kind here in 
Georgia and in other southern states there 
_ have been similar instances, notably the 
ease of Jake Kilrain, when he was ‘eased 

to Rich, of Mississippi. Then it will be 

said that such a thing as negroes stealing 
ballot boxes is an impossibility in Georgia, 
However, that has been done in other parts 
of the south and it is by no means an im- 
possibility right here in Georgia. Then the 
negro political leader may be considered 
an exaggeration, but he is not an impos- 
sibility. Then, too, I have heard the criti- 
cism made that soldiers would not be called 
out to capture moonshiners. Stil that has 
been done. And there is the driving of 
the convicts out of the camp by free 
miners. That has never Seen done in Geor- 

ia, but it has right over the border in 

ennessee. To be true to life, the soldier 
should be an officer of. artillery,. not of 
cavalry; he might be made an artillery 
officer doing cavalry duty, as I believe has 
been done.in the west. No election troubles 
occurred in 1885. but there were many of 
them ten years earlier.

One Is About to Be Reorganized, but 
Another Is Getting Along Slowly. 

Brunswick, Ga., February 12.—(Special. — 
The reorganization of the First National 
bank is now the absorbing matter of in- 
terest to a jarge number of Brunswickians. 
Several duys ago, Colonel W. iE. Kay, Mr. 
H. W. Reed and Mr. W. EK. Burbage left 
for Washington to confer with Comptroller 
Echols in regard to the new deal, and the 
outcome oof their visit will shortly be 
known. Mr. Reed represents Mrs. Alexander 
Mitchell, of Florida;.Colonel Kay and Mr. 
Burbage represent the bank, and if Comp- 
troller Echols will ratify the agreement. 
these three reached before their departure, 
a new bank, known as the Brunswick Na- 
tional, with a eapital steck ol! $1.0, 000, will 
open its doors on or about March ist. W hen 
the bank opens all the small creditors will 
be promptly paid, and within six months 
afterwards, ali the creditors, both large 
and small, can draw on their old deposits 
in the First National at 100 cents on the 
dollar. This movement will place almost 
immedjately in circulation in Brunswick 
something over $100,000.

The Seigniorage Bill 

John Sherigzn’s wind undergoes many 
changes, giving a new support to the old 
theory that shamelessness is the prime 
element of statesmanship. He now un- 
dertakes to say that the coinage of the 
silver bullion acquired under the act of 
1890, or any part of it, will be a breach 
of trust—a clear attempt to swindle the 
holders of the notes issued in purchase 
of the bullion. ° 

The Sherman arguinent is the one now 
brought up by the opponents of the 
Bland seigniorage bill, and it is their 
chief dependence. They say that to 
coin the seigniorage now is to abstract 
a part of the collateral held in trust 
against the notes of 180. 

This argument jumps with the humor 
of those who have no disposition to deal 
honestly with the money question; but 
there are some honest men on the side 
of gold monometallism, and these shrink 
from an argument that is a disgrace to 
both fact and logic. 

The Sherman law itself—we refer to 
that portion of the act which is unre- 
pealed, provides for the coinage of the 
buliion that has been accumulated. It 
fixes no date, but surely there can be no 
better. time to carry out the plain pro- 
visions of the law than the present, when 
the whole country is waiting for the 
financial pressure to be lifted. 

The Springfield Republican argues that 
the passage of the: seigniorage bil: 
would not be in any sense a victory for 
the silver men, and so far The Repub- 
lican is right. It would not do away with 
the single gold standard, and prices 
would not respond to the coinage of 
$60,000,000 of silver, which, in the nature 
of things, would be a slow process. But 
it might have a tendency to give the 
country a grain of relief. 

We are not taken up with the seign- 
iorage bill as a silver measure. Mr. 
Bland—though he is earnest and ener- 
getic, 2 man among a thousand—is not 
a constructive statesman. Piddfing and 
tinkering with the silver question have 
been the means of defeating the will of 
the people in this matter, and the re- 
sult is the present unhappy condition 
of affairs. We have never believed in 


our population, the people can stand 
fifteen vears more. 

The nations of Europe scramble for 
gold to put into their war chests, but we 
have no such use for it. We are at 
peace with all the world, and our cred- 
it is good enough to enable us to trade 
with all mankind without planking down 
the gold every time we make a purchase. 
Let us not make gold a fetich. We should 
be its masters, and not let it enslave us. 


How Some of Our Money Goes. 

One ef Atlanta’s leading financiers and 
business men remarked the other day 
thut the people of Georgia sent several 
millions of dollars every year to the 
north to pay the premiums on their life 
and fire insurance policies. | 

Some of the best insurance companies 
in the world have their headquarters in 
the northern cities, and the southerners 
who patronize then show good judg- 
ment. But is there any good reason why 
we should give up this fleld of enter- 
prise? We have here in Georgia men 
who are competent to manage first-class 
insurance companies, and they have am- 
ple capital to back them. Why not or- 
vanize first-class life and fire insurance 
companies here at home and give them 
a large share of our business? This 
would keep millions of dollars in Geor- 
gin instead of sending them abroad. We 
have not a word to say against the 
northern companies. The only point we 
make is that it is bad business policy for’ 
us to spend so much of our money away 
from home for what can be furnished at 
home. So long as we continue to buy 
what we eat and wear, our household 
furniture, agricultural implements and 
other articles outside and also send our 
money away to pay our insurance pre- 
miums we cannot expect to have much 
pocket change left. The people of the 
south have prospered wonderfully since 
the war, but no nation in the world 
eould stand such a drain, and better 
prices for our products will never yield 
us any substantial profit while we stick 
to our old policy of sending a thousand 
miles away for everything we need 


| from a pewter spoon to an insurance 


policy. 

We are not opposing trade with other 
sections. We are simply putting in a 
timely word for the judicious patronage 
of local enterprises. If it is a good thing 
to have a local cotton mill or furniture 


with patriotic feeling and hearty good will 
for the veterans, and as we marched 
through their streets 75,000 stg@nge to the 
music of 350 bands the sea ef bright faces 
amid the profuse decorations, the cheers, 
the waving of hanukerchiefs and tiny silk 
flags was a picture long to be remembered. 
Think of it. The windows, temporary 
seats, the house-tops and the sidewalks 
literally packed with people from 9 o'clock 
a. m. until 7 o’clock p. m. cheering on this 
mighty army of peace 75,000 strong. This 
scene was repeated in Washington in 1892, 
and I hope to see its counterpart in Atlanta 
in 1895. We ought to go to Atlanta. Hun- 
dreds of thousands south of the Ohio de- 
sire us to come. Nothing but a hearty 
welcome awaits us from the gallant men 
who served under Lee, Longstreet, Hamp- 
ton, Johnson, Beauregard or Hood. The 
children, and the youths and maidens, who 
have heard so much of the blue and gray, 
who have heard so much of the Grand 
Army of the Republic wish to see these 
men who took part in the mighty strife so 
many years 1ago—men who came as enemies 
then, but as friends now. We were in our 
prime in 1862, now we are on the shady 
side, but as the shadows lengthen animosi- 
ty grows dim. The Grand Army encamp- 
ment at Atlanta in 1895 will bear object 
lesson of great value. Its influence will be 
far reaching for good. North and south 
will come together as never before and vis-

RIGHT IN THE EYE OF THE WIND 


Comes the Coldes*Wave the Season Has 
Known~—Atianta in the Bdge of 
the Great Storm. 


Close upon the heels of the mighty hurri- 
cane that all day yesterday whistled through 
the far northwestern territory, follows a 


several degrees below zero in Colorado and 
central Kansas, and, in eastern Texas and 
St. Louis, it is just passing freezing point. 


snow began falling night before last, and 
today shows no signs of abatement. Ten 
or fifteen inches of snow already cover the 
earth at this point on the weather map. 

In Chicago the worst bligzard that has 
struck the city for twenty-three yeurs, so 
far as the records in the weather bureau 
show, made street traffic very difficult, and 
walking was accompanied with great danger 
to life and limb. Many pedestrians. were 
injured by being blown to the ground ard 
against walls and posts by the w'na. 

The Source of the Storm. 

The birthplace of the great hurricane 
was in the Gulf of Mexico. The hot winds 
that periodically blow from the tropics 
across the gulf were on their flery way to 
the great lakes, striking the coast of Texas 
Saturday night. 

On and on the hot breath of the harmat- 
tan waved, making the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi its pathway, and progressing until 
yesterday morning, its center had reached 
western Kentucky. 

But the icy gales from the far northwest 
met the hot wind in its path and the cooler 
winds blowing on its sides and in towards 
the place from which the hot airs arose, 
formed the circular spiral-shaped cyclone 
that is now making its flying trip across the 
continent. 

The barometer at its center in western 
Kentucky fell yesterday to 29:30 inches, 
and heavy rains have accompanied it all 
along, ranging from one to five inches. 

The hurricane probably reached the great 
lakes last night. Rain fell all day yes*er- 
day in western Kentucky, and thence eust 
to the coast. Heavy snows prevail to the

COTTON DECLINES ABOUT NINE POINTS 


Stocks Close Feverish and Depressed, the 
Grangers and Railway List Declin- 
ing Sharply at the Close.

NEW YORK, February 12.—The feature 
of the speculation at the stock exchange 
tcday was the heaviness of the Grangers 
and Trunk line issues. These stocks were 
weak from the start, the little rally in the 
Industrials near the opening having lit- 
tle. if any, effect upon them. St. Paul was 
sold on a story that the company intended 
to sell another block of its general mort- 
gage bonds. This was subsequently de- 
nied. Burlington and Quincy was again 
weakened. on the talk of a reduction in 
the dividend rate. Quite a little demon- 
atration was made against the Trunk line 
group, especially New York Central, which 
was depressed from 99,4 to 9% and from 
971, to 963, seller. Lake Shore fell from 
126% to 125%. Light eastbound shipments 
and rumors that traffic conditions were not 
likely to improve soon assisted the down- 
ward movement. The railway list was 
also adversely influenced by the further 
break in May wheat here to 60%c, talk 
about serious losses resulting to firms and 
individuals in consequence of the phenom- 
enal shrinkage in the price of the com- 
modity, the blizzard at the west and the 
uncertainty regarding senatorial action on 
the tariff bill. Reau:ing was in better in- 
quiry at a slightly higher range, owing to 
Philadelphia advices to the effect that the 
management had succeeded in placing a 
block .of coal trust notes sufficient to liqui- 
date its floating debt and thus release col- 
laterals held by banks in this city. The 
Industrials presented a firmer front than 
the railway list. General Electric ad- 
vanced at one time on purchases to cover 
short contracts, but when these orders were 
executed the stock lost the gain noted. 
Sugar ranged between 79% and 804, closing 
at the highest point. Traders were inclined 
to believe, late in the day, that the com- 
pany would be accorded some protection 
by the senate. In the closing trading, the 
market was somewhat firmer for Lake 
Shore and New York Central, weak for

NEW YORK, February 12.—The market 
looked very well-at the opening, although 
the Liverpool advance was less than was 
expected. Prices were steady here, how- 
ever, until a further break in wheat and a 
loss in Laverpool of some of the advance 
caused an easing off, om top of which came 
some very heavy selling orders by one or 
two prominent houses here, breaking May 
from 7.85 to 7.81, at which it closes. But 
for the seling above referred to ihe indica- 
tions were that the market would have 
closed rather steady, as there is nothing 
in the movement today to bring anything 
but a*more bullish feeling statistically. 
I’‘hese statistical conditions, nowever, bring 
no permanent support to the market, and 
although the financial condition of the coun- 
try is all right, it is the general condition 
of trade that is brought forward as a rea- 
son why there is no prospect of American 
mills taking a larger amount of cotton 
than they have weekly since September Ist 
last. There is a lack of buying power, with- 
out which the market cannot be supported 
permanently, and this is apparently evident 
to every one inasmuch as every advance 
meets with heavy selling orders, and all 
bullish influences, such as smaller receipts, 
are lost sight of for the moment. How 
long this will continue is the question. We 
thought on Saturday that with the bureau 
indications confirming private reports 
American as well as foreign spinners woulda 
be stimulated into more active buying of 
cotton. This, however, has not been real- 
ized, and to all appearances these condi- 
tions must be waited for. The estimated 
receipts for New Orleans tomorrow is 6,000 
to 7,000 bales against 12,000 bales last year. 
The amount coming into sight this week 
will probably be at least 10,000 bales under 
last year, but as the market indicates by 
its further weakness today, it is not so 
much that receipts should be smaller as it 
is necessary for buyers to be more numer- 
ous. If Liverpool should be better tomor- 
row than today’s decline would foreshadow, 
some improvement here might follow. How 
long it would last would depend upon cir- 
cumstances that may arise favorable or 
otherwise, outside of the cotton market.

‘Chere is but 
little to be said of fresh interest with re- 
gard to the staple today. ‘ine New York 
market opened at a slignt advance on Sat- 
urday’s prices, declined > to 6 points by 1 
o'clock and then recovered slightly. The 
Liverpool market Was 1-64 to 2-04d better, 
closing steady at a net improvement of 
1-64a. Spot sales are 10,000 bales. An ad- 
vance to 304d per ounce for silver in Lon- 
don gave rather a better tone to business 
in Manchester. New Orleans receipts to- 
morrow are estimated at 6,vw00 to 7,uw bales 
against 8,596 bales last week and 11,991 bales 
last year. The port movement is smaller 
than was expected and the estimate of 
the total receipts tor the week is reduced 
to 80,000 bales against 71,000 bales last year. 
Memphis receipts today are 664 bales against 
2,989 bales last year. The total receipts for 
the week at Memphis are estimated at 3,500 
bales against 7,883 bales last year. Hous- 
ton receipts today are 1,700 bales against 
2,598 bales last year. Receipts for the week 
at Houston are estimated at 8,W0 bales 
against 17,000 last year. The movement 
fully sustains small crop estimates and 
they are becoming more generally accepted.

Chicago Goasip. 

The New York Daily Stockholder, in its 
review of the wheat. market last week, 
says: 

“On Monday morning last wheat appear- 
ed so low as to make a crisis appear very 
improbable. May opened around 65c. The 
market was heavy and dragged till Thurs- 
day. Then came the liquidation, and on 
friday the crisis. At the close May sold 
for 60c, and the old prediction of Chicago 
bears was verified. It finished a fraction 
higher, but unfortunately lacking convinc- 
ing indications that the lowest prices had 
been made. Western speculators were, of 
course, charged with responsibility for the 
decline, and very unjustly. Thev had the 
superior judgment and the good fortune to 
be short. That was all. Conditions did 
the rest. Europe had been filling its re- 
quirements more’cheaply by taking the 
wheat of other exporting countries than 
ours because prices here were above those 
of other exporting countries. While this 
condition prevailed, wheat, notwithstand- 
ing its low price, had a downward tenden- 
cy which could be checked only when the 
price reached the export level. This it did 
on Saturday. It is now on a commercial 
basis, however ruinous the basis may be to 
the farmer, however unfortunate it may 
be for the welfare of the country’s inter- 
ests, and what congress, in considering the ill 
advised anti-option bill, must keep in mind 
is that nature and not bear manipulation is 
responsible for the depression. The ques- 
tion now confronting the trade is: Will 
other countries, India, Argentine and the 
rest, continue to undersell us, even with 
prices here fat the lowest point ever re- 
corded? If they do, then our market will 
eventually seek a still lower point.” 


The Chicaxo market was closed yesterday, 
but there were some transactions on the 
curb, the first quotation being 59%c, and 
the last 59'%«c.

An Old Grier’s Almanac Tells the Story 
‘of That Day. 


HOW EVERYTHING HAS IMPROVED 


A Number of Good Maxims Scattered 
Through the Aimanac—Andrew Jack- 
son Was Then President. 


-——-——_ > 


Recently an old gray almanas, bearing 
the date of 1836, chanced to find its way into 
the editorial rooms of The Constitution. 
After a lapse of nearly sixty years, during 
which time a number of important changes 
have occurred, it may be of interest to a 
great many, especially to older people, to 
know a little of its contents. 

In the center of the title page is repre- 
sented a blacksmith’s arm and hand, the 
latter holding an uplifted arnivil. Under 
this familiar diagram appears the name of 
Robert Grier, of Butts county, Georgia, as 
the author of the calculations that are 
given in the book. 

This is Robert Grier, of distinguished 
memory, whose almanacs are found in every 
farmhouse, town and city throughout this 
section of the country. 

The name of this quaint little almanac, 
which is properly the grandfather of the 
present circulation, is ‘‘McCarter’s Country 
Almanac,” and he fables on the inside are 
ealculated for the Carolinas and Georgia. 
The little book was printed by E. J. Van- 
Brunt, of Charleston, S. C., and no doubt 
the youngest boy in that establishment who 
took a part in its composition has passed 
away. 

On the inner side of the title page two 
eclipses are predicted for the year—a par- 
tial eclipse of the moon on Sunday morning, 
the lst of May, visible throughout the Uni- 
ted States, and a partial eclipse of the sun, 
on the 15th of May, visible over the same 
portion of the earth. Venus was to be the 
evening star until the 25th of July; after 
that time the morning star for the remain- 
der of the year. 

On the opposite page is a lot of good ad- 
vice, which the author, in addition to his 
calculations, throws in for good measure. 
It sounds rather quaint and old-fashioned, 
but is rather too prosaic for publication. 

At the bottom of each page and scattered 
throughout the almanac are a number of 
maxims, of which the following are sam- 
ples: “He is sufficiently well learned ¢hat 
knows how to do well and has power 
enough to refrain from evil.” “Be always 
at leisure to do good, and never make busi- 
ness an excuse to decline the offices of hu- 
manity.”” “‘Dignity does not consist in pos- 
sessing honors, but deserving them.” “It 


emies than friends, for one of our friends 
will certainly become an enemy and one 
of our enemies a friend.’’ 

The president of the United States, at the 
time the almanac appeared, was Andrew 
Jackson. His cabinet officers were John 
Forsyth, of Georgia, secretary of state; 
Levi Woodbury, of New Hampshire, secre- 
tary of the treasury; Lewis Cass, of Michi- 
gan, secretary of war; Mahlon Dickerson, 
of New York, secretary of the navy; Amos 
Kendall, of Kentucky, postmaster general. 
There was no secretary of the interior at 
that time and no department of agriculture. 

John Marshall was the chief justice of the 
United States supreme court, with Benja- 
min F. Butler, of New York, as attorney 
general.
